Zo the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle: 


The Board of Education respectfully submits the following 
report of the work of the schools of this town for the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1903— 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


The spring term of the grammar school was under the 
charge of Miss Beatrice A. Randall, and her work was most 
satisfactory to the board. Miss Randall resigned at the end 
of the spring term. 

Since the beginning of the fall term, the grammar school 
has been in charge of Miss Lulu M. Littlefield, whose meth- 
ods of teaching are most heartily approved of by the board. 
Miss Littlefield has taken a great interest in the school, and it 
is pleasing to note the interest taken by the pupils under her 
care. The present board would recommend that she be re- 
tained in this school. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


Miss Maude Trefethen’s good work in this school is too 
well known to comment upon at this time; her methods of 
discipline over the little ones are perfect. Miss Trefethen is 
very much interested in this line of work, and the present 
board most heartily recommends that she still be retained in 
her present position. 

The Board of Education feel very grateful to Mrs. Has- 
brook, of Chicago, a former pupil of our primary school, for 
having the school at her own expense papered and pictures 
hung upon the walls, which makes the room very neat and 
attractive 

Again, we urge upon the parents the necessity of children 
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attending school more regular. Parents should not allow 
their children to remain away from school, unless sickness or 
some other urgent cause prevents them from being present.
